Her head was immersed in a 


pressure cooker half-filled with 
water. A pajama

cut on the left side of her neck. A 
blood stained 12 inch knife was 
near the body. 


Lt. Perrone said the girl could 


have died from any one of three 
means: strangulation, drowning or 
from the throat slash. A medical 
examiner was expected to give an 
official verdict of the death at a 
later time.

Father of 
Missile Proud 
of Project

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP,

gar as a great silvery projecti 
labored from its launching pad J 


The 
135-ton 
monster . slowly 


picked up speed as its tons of fuel 
were consumed by three thirsty 
engines. Gradually it pitched over 
on a southeast heading and sped 
from sight. 


Bossart, known as the "father" 


of the Atlas intercontinental range 
missile, received! word minutes 
later that this Atlas was well on 
its way to a target 5,000 miles 
down the Atlantic tracing range. 


The launching Wednesday was 


the last test for America's pre- 
mier ICBM, closing out a, flight 
program which began 5'/2 years 
ago on the same launching pad. 


Bossarts recalled that 
Atlas 


originally was conceived as a 
much larger vehicle,, with five 
main -engines and takeoff thrust 
of nearly 700,000 pounds,' com- 
pared with 389,000 pounds for the 
most powerful breed of present-- 
d a y Atlas. 
: - . . • . 
. 


In 1946, the Air Force awarded 


General Dynamics-Astronautics & 
contract to develop an intercon- 
tinental range missile capable of 
hurling a nuclear warhead 5,000 
miles—4,800 miles farther 
than 


any U.S. missile had flown. The 
company named Bossart project 
engineer. 


Because nuclear weapons were 


ponderous packages in. those days, 
the five—engine Atlas was con- 
ceived. But in 1947, the Defense 
Department swung an economic 
ax and eliminated Atlas. 


Russia, meanwhile, proceeded 


full steam with development of an 
ICBM to deliver the cumbersome 
payloads. As a result, the Soviets 
perfected a long-range rocket be: 
fore the United States, and when 
man determined he could! use 
such power to explore space, Rus- 
sia had the bosters to put up 
seven-ton satellites and five-ton 
manned spacecraft. 


Bossart persuaded General Dy- 


namics to use its own limited 
funds to continue the Atlas pro- 
gram. Atlas was redesigned to 
the three-engine configuration and 
the first test vehicle, with only 
two engines and a dummy nose 
cone, thundered away from Cape 
Canaveral June 11, 1957, It went 
out of control and1 was destroyed 
by the range safety officer 51 sec- 
onds after blastoff.

are war-ready. Atlases have been 
used more than 30 times on suc- 
cessful American space launch-

More than 100 space 
firings lie ahead for this rocket 
which is serving until more pow- 
erful bosters are available.

pensation to the Osgae Indians of 
Oklahoma for the differences be- 
tween amounts paid1 for land in 
Missouri and Arkansas and its 
fair value in 18U). 


The commission ruled this .week 


the tribe has a right to maintain 
an action and that the Osages had 
proved their ancestors had occu- 
pied and used the lands until they 
were ceded to the government. 


The treaty with the Indians was 


made in 1808 and ratified! in 1810. 


Paul M. Niebell, Washington at- 


torney for the Osages, said the 
next step will be an effort of 
he tribe lo prove before! the com- 
mission the 1810 fair value of the 
lands involved and that the com- 
pensation paid was inadequate. 


Niebell said the amount the 


tribe will claim has been estab- 
lashed definitely, but probably will 
be several million dollars. 


He estimated the acreage in 


volved is about 10 million in west- 
ern Missouri, south of the Missouri 
River and extending into Arkan- 
sas to the Arkansas'Riveir,i
